Bat the culminating proceedings of the day were the
services held in this charch from 12 o’clock until 2,
which were attended by their Majesties the King and
Queen, His Royal Highness, Prince Leleiohoku, their
Royal Highnesses the King's Sisters, Her Highness
. Keelikolani, the Hon. Mrs. Bishop, the King's
Ministers, and the members of His Saite. An exten-
sive platform had been prepared on a level with the
pulpit, on which the Royal party was seated in a semi-
circle, their Majesties in the centre. The exercises

were opened with the Hawailan version of “ God |

Save the King,”' sung by the choir, the immense
sudiénce joining and aecompanied by the Baad.
After prayer by the Rev. Mr. Kuses, and s hymn by
the ohoir, came the oration by Mr. Kuaea, an elo-
gquent retrospect of Hawsiian history, wherein the
speaker maintained that the nation has great reason
to give God thanks for the maony blessings and privi-
leges enjoyed in the past. He gave brief sketches of
the Sovereigns who have reigned, from Kamehameha
I. to Lunalilo, their charscteristics and their acts,
and finally concluded in substance as follows :

¢ Finally we come to King Kalakaua L., whose motto
is ** Hooulq Lahui.’* The great question thst weighs
upon his mind is the saving of this nation. To ac-
complish thie is the aim of his existence, and if bhe
accomplishes his desires the independence and life of
this nation will be maintained. But life and death
are in our own hands, this whole nation are digging
their own graves. Do not think your King can save
you. [IHe can only tell you what you should do, can
only be & guide for you. You must save yourselves.
This question is a hard one to answer ; do not puzzle
yourselves to solve it, for you eannot do it. Oh, for
some prophet, to solve this mystery—I will be the
prophet to give this answer. It is this: Letevery
parent gather his children together, place around
them his arms, and vow that he will not let them,

both daughters and sons, wander away into the paths
of evil. In this way alone will this nation be saved,
He who stands at the helm of the ship of state wishes
to direet her prow towards the port of salvation.
The great desire of our King is to seek aid for the
sgricultural interests of the country—the cane fields,
and the rice fields are the soul of this country. Take
them away and the country will be like a corpse.
Now what shall we do to show our love to our King,
who is doing so much for us and our country. We

of Kamebameha,”” by the choir, the words being
composed by Hie Majesty and the music by Mr. Ber-
ger. At the conclusion of the Hymn, His Majesty
arose, apd stepping forward spoke as follows :

My Peorie: On this the first anniversary of my
birth-day cecurring after my accession to the Throne,
[ have thought it fit and proper that it should be
made 8 day of national thanksgiving to Almighty
God, for His many mercies and blessings to us as a
people; and, as it ocours on the eve of my undertak-
ing a long journey to a far ocountry, that you may
also on this day jmplore the Divine protection for me
in my sbsence, and a blessing on my mission.

In the history of nations, we may learn that it is
no unuseal thing for the Head of one Government to
visit that of another for the purpose of seeking the
welfare of the people. It is for this purpose,—in the
endeavor to forward the best interests of you, my
people,—that I am about to visit the seal of govern-
ment of eur good friends, the United States of Awer-
ica. That Government has given another instance of
its friendship to us, by placing one of its war vessels
st my disposal to convey me to its shores. To-day,
our country needs the aid of a Treaty of Commercial
Reciprocity with America in order to ensure our ma-
terial prosperity; snd I believe that if suoh a Treaty
oan be secured, the beneficial effects will be socn ap-
parent to all classes, and our nation, under its reviv-
ing influences, will grow again.

It is with these impelling motives and hopes that
I now reluctantly bid farewell for a time to the
dear land of my birth, and o you my people. In
conformity with the Constitution, I bave sppointed

His Royal Highness my brother, to act as Regent |
and Head of the Governmen! during my absence, |

feeling confident that in his bands the conduct of
aflaits will be sale. And I ask for bim, the Queen,
and my sisters, the same consideration and loyalty
that you bave accorded me.

! Hawaiian Reciprocity.

Among the passengers who arrived yeslerday,
from Honoluln, are Elisha H. Allen, Embassador
to the United States, empowered and instrueted to
negotiate s reciprocity treaty with our Govern-
ment. and H. A, P, Carter, who accompanies him
| ms Commissioner, to co-operate in the negotiations.

King Kalakaua will follow them, leaving the Jsl-
ind:t in the Americen war ship Benicia about the
middle of November. We welcome the two diplo-
mutists to our shores. and commend them to the
favor of our merchants and officials. Even if, in a
{business point of view, reciprocity should not
' prove a source of much direct profit to us, it
' should still be granted. The Hawaiian Kingdom
is suffering a severe business depression. A large
part of its income has been cut off by the decline
“of whaling. There seems Lo be only one mode of
relief, and that is, in reciprocity with our Govern-
ment. We, who alone ¢an render this service, are
under many obligations to do it. We are bound
to the Hawalians by geographical proximity, by
commercial and social interconrse in the past and
in the present, and by joint commercial and indus-
trial interests in the future. The prosperity of the
Islands will contribute to the wealth ol California,
to the importance of the commeree of the North
Pacific, and to the popularity and patronage of the
Califofnia route from Weslern Europe fo Eastern
Asia. We trust that the Pacific Coast delegation
in Coongress will listen with favor to Measrs. Allen
and Carter.

California and the Hawaiian Islands.

The geographical position of the Sandwich Isl-
ands is such as to make it & matter of very great
importance to the United States that they should
not fall into the possession or under the influence
of any foreign power, The area of the entire
group is only some 6,000 square miles ; the popu-
Iation does not probably exceed 80,000. Hence,
whatever importance the islands may have is
chiefly derived from their position in Lhe Pacifie,
their admirable harbors, some of them protected
by barrier reefs of coral, and their walue as ana-
val station. The predominance of American in-
fluence in the Pacific demands that peither France
nor England, nor any other European nation
should be permilted, under any pretense, to estab-
lish a ** protectorate " over these islands. Yester-
day the Hon. Elisha H. Allen, MiInister Plenipo-
tenliary duly accredited by the Hawaiian Govern-
ment, and H. A. P. Carter, member of the Privy
Couneil, arrived in this city en ronte for Wasbing-
ton. Thelr object is understood to.be to negotiate
a treaty of reciprocity between the United States
and the Hawaiian Kingdom. For some years the
trade between the islands and the Pacific Coast
bas been steadily diminishing. The Australian
colonies coveted that trade and sought to secure it
by reducing duties on imports. We impose an
average duty of tbree cents per pound on the raw
sugar that comes to this port from the islands,
while the duly in the Australisn ports does not
exceed one cent per pound. It would seem to be
clearly for the inderests of the conalry at large,
and it is certainly for the interestof California to
establish the relations with the Hawailan kingdom
which it is the object of the present Embassy to
promote. For a period of twenty years the Ha-
walian Government has been anxious to make a
reciprocity treaty with the Uniled States. There
bave been Presidents and statesmen who were in
favor of it ; tnl the Sennte bas been unifprmly
opposed to the idea. An objection often urged
against reciprocity is that it would diminish the
revenue, Such dimioution in this particular case
would be too trifling to have in itself any weight
in influencing the policy of the Government. A
much more important consideration is the estab-
lishment of th+ precedent. If we adopt the policy
of reciprocity with the Sandwich Islands, on what
grounds are we to repudiate tbat policy when
urged upon us by Canada for instance. Practi-
eally and in its material results the question of
reciprocity with the Sandwich Islaods is not one
of vast importance, but as a precedent and the in-
dication of & general line of policy it is a matter
of no little consequence.

Heavy Bill lnnsactiom.

| Probably the beaviest bill transactions (says the
Daily News of London) thst the world ever saw are
pow straining the rescurces of the ancientand re-
spectable Bank of Hamburg. They are beavy in
every sense of the word; for not only are they of vast
smount, but they are required to be paid in silver,
at the rale of about & waggon-losd fo & bill; sad it
is mot 80 much the dificulty of procuring the silver,
bat of ccining it fast evcugh, that has taxed the
energies of the commercial capital of Germsay.
Fortapately a crisis, which at one titne scemed al-

co-operation of the private bankers, as the State
was not permitted to laterfere, and the Srst of these
monster bills bas been paid. The circumstances
are these :—— A large part of the latest instalment
of war indomuity 1 aid by France tq Germany con-
sista ol bills of excbange, and of ihese were drafls

on Hamburg o the tune of 48 million marks banco |

-—a coin of abont eighteéen-pence value. On the
Itk of September the frst bill for about 25 mik-
lions became due, and consequently unearly two
millions of money bad to be provided la eighteen-
penny pleces,
| of before; but the bills bad been duly accepted,
and being at short dules, had to be provided for
by the acceplors, Messrs L. Behrens and Sons,
without luss of Lime, by some unusual operation.
as all the money in the dbank was inadequaie for
the purpose. This sum varies from week to week
according to the guantity of bullion in the cellars
of the bank, anyone being st liberty to deposit
there his bars of silver; for which his acconunt is
{ eredited in marks basco ata fired rate of about
ffiy-vine marks bance per medical pound of fine
silver. In ordinary times, this balance has ranged
| from sixteen to twenty millions of marks value,
and in order to facilitate the eéver-increasing fnan-
cial operations, a concession has been granted to
the Bank to create banco money, no longer exelu-
sively by silver bars, but by the deposit of gold in
bars called Belehnungen. In this manner the
stock at the bank at the end of August had risen
to thirty-iwo millions of warks yalme; but of this
more thea fGve willions were Belebouogen, sod
consequently not available, for the mounster bill
was drawn and made payable, not in gold, ner
even in silver thalers, bul in marks banco; and
nothing but marks banco would do. The Ham-
burgers proved equal to the emergency. By great
exertion, working night and day, 20,000,000 marks
were forthcoming: the day before the bill became
due they were delivered to the bank in 7,000 bagh
of 200 marks each, and on the 12th the bills were
paid in the usual manner by a simple cheque on
the bank to transfer the amonut to the eredit of
the holder! No wonder that with transactions of
such colossal magnitude a great sensation was ore-
ated in the Hamburg Exchange a few days ago by
the exhibition of one of those monster bills by the
Provincial Discount Company, to whom it had
been sent to get it accepted. This exiraordioary
document was drawn on Messrs L Behrens and
Sons, and in one sum of 24,650,000 marks banco,
the bill stamps amounting to more than 6000 thalers
(about £900), which goes into the Imperial Treas-
ury, snd which Frauce bas to pay. '
